° Permit electronic transmission of 
requisitions from the field. 


° Provide Materiel Management System 
services to Logistics officers stationed 
overseas. 


° Provide engineering and architectural 
support to engineers and architects around the 
world. 


(2) Provide communication services to link 
external materiel management systems with the 
central Office of Logistics Materiel Management 
System. The number of lines and amount of data to 
be transferred havenot been determined. The service 
will be required for the second phase of the 
Materiel Management System.
